Ambulance  services  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  under 
the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  An  Ambulance  Station 
to  cover  the  needs  of  the  Urban  District  is  established  in  Up  Holland  Road 
in  the  Higher  End  of  the  District  and  the  service  has  been  found  efficient 
and  satisfactory. 

Home  Nursing 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  home 
nursing  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER  FACILITIES  AVAILABLE  WITHIN  THE  DISTRICT 


Hospitals 

Billinge  Hospital  is  situated  in  the  Northern  end  of  the  District  and 
continues  its  policy  of  expansion.  Facilities  are  available  for  general  medical 
treatment,  nervous  disorders,  and  in  addition  a maternity  block  is  provided. 

Hospitals  are  available  in  Manchester  or  Liverpool  for  special  cases  and 
infectious  cases  requiring  hospital  isolation  are  usually  cared  for  at  rfhelley. 

Work  commenced  during  the  year  on  the  new  Maternity  block,  nurses  home 
and  residential  accommodation  and  kitchen  alterations. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

An  Ante-natal  clinic  is  available  at  Billinge  Hospital  and  the  child 
welfare  clinic  continues  in  a part  of  the  local  Conservative  Club.  The 
new  clinic  to  be  built  in  Rainford  Road  is  eagerly  awaited  by  Medical  Staff  and 
mothers  alike.  Detailed  plans  have  now  been  submitted  and  it  is  hoped  the  work 

will  commenoe  in  1965. 

The  rapid  increase  in  private  house  building  has  resulted  in  an  automatic 
increase  in  the  population  ofthe  area.  Many  new  houses  are  occupied  by  young 
couples  and  the  birth  rate  of  the  district  remains  high.

WATER  SUPPLY 

All  houses  within  the  District  have  a piped  supply  fron  the  Statutory 
Undertakers . The  Statutory  Undertaker  is  the  St.  Helens  Joint  Water  Board. 

This  District  is  supplied  with  water  fron  several  sources.  In  the 
Birchley  Area  the  water  is  harder  than  that  in  the  remainder  of  the  district  and 
complaints  have  been  received  from  time  to  time.  The  Board  has  in  progress  a 
plant  to  soften  the  water. 

During  the  year  the  board  has  carried  out  extensions  to  water  mains  to 
serve  the  many  new  residential  areas  being  built  within  the  district. 

The  Board  has  in  hand  extensive  works  for  the  improvement  of  the  water 
supply  to  the  area,  including  one  new  storage  reservoir  within  the  district. 

Regular  sampling  of  the  water  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis 
is  undertaken  by  the  board.  Eleven  samples  we  re  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  found  satisfactory. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


A Water  Carriage  system  serves  the  majority  of  the  premises  in  the 
Urban  District.  The  Hamlet  of  Kings  Moss  and  isolated  areas  of  Brownlow, 
Crank  remain  unscrved.  The  Council  have  two  Sewage  Y/orks. 

a)  The  Chapel  End  Sewage  Works,  built  in  1957  serves  the 

Southern  area  of  Billinge  known  as  the  Chapel  End. 

and 

b)  The  Higher  End  Sewage  Y/orks  serving  the  Northern  area  of 

the  District. 

Part  of  Pemberton  Road  discharges  into  the  Wigan  Corporation 
Sewer. 

Complaints  were  received  of  unsatisfactory  effluent  discharged  from 
the  Chapel  End  'Works.  These  conplcaints  arise  from  the  considerable 
overloading  of  the  works  due  primarily  to  the  rapid  increa.se  in  development 
and  the  amount  of  surface  water  and  infiltrated  water  gaining  access  into 
the  sewers. 

It  is  a matter  of  urgency  that  these  works  be  considerably  enlarged 
and  that  as  far  as  possible  separate  sewers  be  provided  for  the  surface 
and  foul  water. 

On  the  whole,  the  Higher  End  Sewage  'Works  has  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily,  and  no  complaints  were  received  of  unsatisfactory  effluent 
being  discharged. 

During  the  year  there  were  several  instances  of  serious  flooding 
due  to  surcharging  of  the  sewers.  This  is  due  to  the  rapid  increase  in  the 
development  and  it  is  by  this  that  the  existing  sewers  cannot  cope  with 
the  increased  load. 

A firm  of  Consultants  have  been  engaged  by  the  Council  to  survey  and 
report  on  the  Main  Drainage  and  Sewage  Works  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
inadequate  facilities  that  now  prevail  will  soon  be  rectified. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


Pollution  of  the  water  course  at  Kings  Moss  due  to  effluent  from 
Septic  tanks  and  sludge  water  from  sinks  being  discharged.  The  only  other 
instance  of  pollution  coming  to  the  Council's  notice  is  that  caused  by  discharge 
from  the  Chapel  End  Sewage  Works.

During  the  year  three  privy  closets  were  converted  to  fresh  water 
closets  and  three  moveable  dustbins  substituted  for  fixed  recepticles. 

Public  Cleansing 

One  eighteen  cubic  yard  Dual  Tip  Karrier  is  used  for  the  collection 
with  a labour  force  of  six  men  and  one  driver.  A weekly  collection  of  refuse 
is  carried  out.  The  Council  have  agreed  to  purchase  a second  vehicle  in  view 
of  the  increase  in  population  and  age  of  the  existing  vehicle. 

There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of  privy  middens  from  sixty  eight 
in  1963  to  forty  six.  Grants  are  available  to  assist  owners  to  convert  the 
insanitary  privies  to  water  closets  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  number  of  privies 
can  be  further  reduced  during  the  next  12  months. 

Disposal  of  the  Refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping.  The  tip  is  situated  at 
Crookhurst  Quarry  well  remote  from  housing  development  and  an  attendant  is 
employed  to  keep  it  tidy. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

There  are  a number  of  septic  tanks  in  the  district.  The  Council  do  not 
have  a Cesspool  emptier.  Periodic  emptying  at  the  request  of  the  owners  and 
occupiers  is  carried  out  by  a local  farmer  and  a charge  is  made. 

Public  Conveniences 

Public  Conveniences  for  both  sexes  are  situated  in  Main  Street. 
Considerable  vandalism  occurred  during  the  year  necessitating  the  new  coin 
boxes.  A new  block  of  toilets  has  been  erected  by  the  Manchester  Regional 
Hospital  Board  just  inside  the  gates  to  the  Hospital  in  Up  Holland  Road.  These 
are  modern  toilets  with  tiled  walls  and  wash  basins  are  installed.  These 
Conveniences  provided  for  the  use  of  visitors  to  the  Hospital  are  also  available 
to  the  General  Public.

Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960 

Action  oan  now  be  taken  against  excessive  noise  either  by  the  Local 
Authority  or  by  a group  of  at  least  three  citizens. 

No  complaints  of  noise  nuisances  were  received  during  the  year. 
Agriculture.  (Safety,  Health  and  Welfare  Provisions)  Act  1956. 

This  Act  enables  Local  Authorities  to  require  the  provision  of  suitable 
and  suffi®ient  sanitary  accommodation  for  employees  on  farms,  etc. 

There  are  46  fe-rms  within  the  district;  eighteen  visits  were  made  and 
no  contravensions  during  the  year  were  observed. 

Caravans  and  Camping  Sites 

Only  one  caravan  is  permanently  occupied  during  the  year  and  this  was 
duly  licenced  under  the  i960  Act  (redder  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Controlled 
Development  Act  i960) . 

There  is  only  one  camping  site  situated  near  Bispham  Hall  which  is  used 
by  the  Boy  Scouts  and  which  is  kept  tidy  and  well-managed. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  pollution  from  chimneys. 
Four  smoke  observations  were  made  of  smoke  emmision  from  factory  chimneys  and 
were  found  satisfactory. 

Informal  action  was  necessary  to  evade  a serious  nuisance  from  Baxter  Pit 
in  Pemberton  Road  which  was  affecting  the  houses  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

Byelaws  under  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  195&  are  in  operation  in 
the  District.  These  require  the  installation  of  approved  heating  and  cooking 
appliances  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuels  in  all  new  buildings. 


OFFICES  AND  SHOPS 


Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  196.3- 


This  Act  became  fully  into  effect  on  the  first  August,  1965* 

During  the  year  fourteen  premises  were  registered  under  the  Act  and 
an  initial  inspection  was  made  in  respect  of  each  one.  There  is  situated 
within  the  District  shops  of  various  kinds.  Assistants  other  than  members 
of  their  own  family,  are  employed  in  14 shops  and  young  persons  are  employed 
in  4 shops.  With  reference  to  working  hours,  v/eekly  half-day  holidays,  times 
for  meals  and  rest  of  young  persons  employed  in  shops,  also  provision  relating 
to  health  and  comfort  of  shop  workers  the  Lancashire  County  Council  are  the 
enforcing  iluthority.  The  Council's  Public  Health  Inspector  is  however  the 
delegated  Shops'  Inspector  by  the  County  in  respect  of  these  matters,  and 
any  contravonsions  are  reported  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Conditions  generally  under  the  Shops  Act  and  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
and  Railway  Premises  Act  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

Under  the  milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959  all 
persons  carrying  on  the  trade  of  distributor  from  premises  within 
the  District  and  all  premises  used  as  dairies,  other  than  dairy-farms, 
are  registered  with  the  Council.  Dairy  farms  and  dairy  farmers  are 
registered  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

THE  MILK  (Special  Designation)  REGULATIONS,  1960s- 

Under  the  above-mentioned  Regulations  all  dealers  (other  than 
producers)  must  obtain  a licence  from  the  Lancashire  County  Council, 
as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority. 

Samples  of  milk  from  eleven  cows  in  a herd  were  taken  and 
submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  for  the  Brucellosis  Ring  Test.  Seven 
samples  were  found  to  be  positive.  The  farmer  was  advised  to 
send  all  milk  for  pasteurisation  until  the  result  of  further  samples 
submitted  to  the  Biological  Test  v/ere  obtained. 

The  Cows  were  ultimately  withdrawn  from  the  herd. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1965. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
for  the  District.  Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  the  food  and 
drugs  sold  are  genuine  and  unadulterated  as  required  by  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  I960. 

No  prosecutions  were  taken  during  the  year. 


ICE  CREAM 


One  ice-cream  factory  is  situated  within  the  District  and  is 
registered. 

There  are  thirteen  shops  registered  for  the  storage/sale  of 
ice-cream  within  the  District. 

Twenty  four  inspections  were  made  of  registered  premises.  Written 
Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  four  premises  requiring  work  to  be 
carried  out  to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Twelve  inspections 
were  made  of  vendors  vehicles. 

Six  samples  of  ice-croam  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Methylene 
Blue  Grading  Test.  All  samples  were  found  to  be  Grade  One  which  was  most 
satisfactory  and  indicates  a high  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness 
throughout  manufacture  and  retail  sale.

Systematic  treatment  was  carried  out  of  all  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works 
and  Refuse  Tips  and  the  sewers  man-holes  were  treated  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  recommendations.
